REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art fails to teach claimed invention alone or in a combination. 

The invention as claimed is a computer implemented method of compressing and 
comparing lines of source data from a new file and old file comprising removing blank 
spaces except for blank space within quotation marks, computing length of each line, 
inserting control words into each line of source data, comparing lines of source data in 
the old file to lines of source data in the new file having equal length, wherein control 
word is a pointer, length of the line and wherein the control words determine the order of 
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navigation through the lines of source data so that lines of source data having the same 
length are compared. 

The cited prior art teaches in general compressing and comparing data from two 
different files and also generically teach inserting control word but fails to specifically 
teach control words as claimed including length of line and determining order of 
navigation and blank space removal as claimed. Therefore the claimed invention is 
allowable over the cited prior art.
